Above  average  temperatures  and  scattered  heavy  rains  v/ere  general 
over  Europe  during  the  weel:  ended  January  2  according  to  a  cable  from 
Agricultural  C -mmi ssioner  L.  V.   Steere  at  Berlin.     The  greater  part  of 
the  country  is  either  without  any  snow  or  has  only  a  light  covering.  In 
Russia  normal ■ winter  temperature  prevailed  during  the  week,  with  inter- 
mittent precipitation  and  local  storms.     Tlie  winter  wheat  acreage  sown 
this  fall  is  the  same  as  last  season,  when  an  area  of  15,500,000  acres 
was  sown  to  v/inter  wheat,  according  to  official  sources.

Southern  Hemisr)hero

being  5^  and  7°  above  normal  for  the  northern,  and  southern  areas,  respec- 
tively.

Russia 

Total  grain  procurements  of  the  state  and  cooperative  procuring 
cri[;ani::ations  of  Soviet  Russia  (U.S.S.R.  )  by  December  20,  exceeded  the 
"plan"  for  the  1929-30  marketing  year  by  4  per  cent,  Mr.  Steere  reports. 
The  procurements  of  bread  grains  alone,  however,  were  6  per  cent  below 
the  "plan".    The  share  of  v/heat  in  the  total  procurements  was  31  per  cent, 
compared  with  45  per  cent  last  year  and  49  per  cent  two  years  ago.  The 
share  of  rye  increased  from  11  per  cent  last  year  to  21  per  cent  this  year, 
but  was  still  below  that  of  two  years  ago,  when  it  amounted  to  23  per  cent 
of  the  total  procurements.    An  increased  share  of  feed  grains  is  reported 
in  this  year' s  procarements. 

Earopean  market  conditions 

The  European  wheat  mar/cets  continued  firm  and  a  fair  amount  of 
business  was  done  d'^oring  the  week  ended  January  2,  according  to  Mr.  Steere.

Exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States,  the  Danubian  countries, 
Argentina  and  the  Union  of  South  ^frica  from  ITovember  1  to  the  latest 
dates  available  total  37,590,000  hushels,  a  decrease  of  13.5  per  cent 
from  the  exports  of  these  co-ontries  during  the  same  periods  last  year. 
United  States  exports  d-oxing  the  week  ended  Deceraher  28,  although  small, 
showed  a  gain  over  the  previous  week.    The  Argentine  exports  during  that 
week  fell  "below  3,000,000  bushels,  compared  with  exports  of  over  4,000,060 
bushels  for  each  of  the  preceding  three  weeks.

The  world  beet  sugar  crop  is  estimated  at  9,856,000  short  tons, 
raw  sugar  as  compared  with  10,178,000  short  tons  produced  in  1928-29, 
according  to  revised  estimata^  received  from  official  sources  and  the 
International  Institute  of  Agr icult^u-e. 

The  European  crop,  incl^iding  Russia,  according  to  the  Institute's 
figures  is  placed  at  8,708,513  short  tons  raw  sugar  as  compared  with  an 
early  estimate  of  8,470,684.    The  revised  estimate  indicates  a  decrease 
of  3.2  per  cent  from  last  season  when  8,997,641  short  tons  were  produced. 
Excluding  Russia,  the  European  crop  is  only  0.9  per  cent  below  that  of 
1923-29.     li.creases  over  the  early  estimates  occur  in  several  of  the  export 
ing  countries  including  G-erm.any,  Czechoslovakia,  Poland  and  Hungary,  Pro- 
diiction  in  Germany  and  Czechos^oval^iia  is  slightly  below  last  year  while 
in  Poland  and  Hungary  the  cro-os  show  slight  increases  over  last  yeax. 
France  and  Italy  which  normally  rank  as  sugkr  Importing  countries  show 
increases  over  last  year.     Italy  this  year  is  expected  to  have  a  small 
surplus  above  domestic  requirements. 
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The  Porto  Ricari  sugar  crop  for  the  current  season  is  officially 
^  estimated  at  743,147  short  tons  as  compared  with  586,761  short  tons  pro- 
duced in  1928-29,  according  to  a  report  from  I.  L.  Torres,  Director  of 
; Agricult-oral  Development  of  Porto  Ricp.  The  estimate  for  the  new  croT 
is  only  5,530  short  tons  below  the  record  crop  of  748,677  short  tons 
reported  for  1927-28.  The  low  crop  produced  in  1928-29  was  the  result 
of  the  hui^'ricane  in  September  1927  which  caused  considerable  damage  to 
the  sugar  cane.

THE  BRITISH  APPIE  MARKET:     The  demand  for  barreled  apples  was 
somewhat  improved  but  was  only  slow  to  moderate  for  the  various  varieties 
of  boxed  apples  on  the  Liverpool  auction  Monday,  December  30,  according 
to  a  cable  received  in  the  Eoreign  Service,  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economi- 
ics,  from  I.Ir.  E,  A.  Motz,  the  Department  of  Agriculture's  fruit  specialist 
in  Europe.    Prices  were  still  lower  on  an  average  than  those  reported 
December  13,     This  is  to  be  expected  as  the  market  is  usioally  sluggish 
dnring  the  Christmas  holidays.     Both  boxed  and  barreled  apole  supplies 
were  light  and  the  fruit  was  in  generally  good  condition  except  Washington 
Jonathajis ,  a  great. many  of  which  were  poorly  colored  and  in  unsotmd  con- 
dit  ion. 

'Ir.  iviotz  reports  that  the  supply  of  English  apples  is  diminishing 
and  that  the  demand  should  show  somie  improvement  at  higher  prices;  how- 
ever, fancy  priccf^  are  not  expected.     Canadian  apple  exports  so  far  this 
sea.son  to  zhe  United  Kingdom  and  the  provinces  are  about  equal  to  the 
total  apple  exports  of 'last  season.     Deciduous  fruit  shipments  from  South 
Africa  so  far  thi:;  season  amoun.t  to  116,000  cases  compared  with  35,000 
boxes  in  the  same  period  last  year.     The  shipments  of  plijms  and  peaches 
have  been  es-^ecially  heavy.    Pears  are  expected  to  be  heavy  this  week. 
More  com'Tetition  may  be  exoected  this  year  than  last  with  deciduous  and 
citrus  fruits.  •  ,  •       , ,  . 

TEE  HAfffiURG  APPLE  MARKET:     Demand  was  somewhat  weak  on  the  Hamburg 
auction  of  Thiu^sday,  January  2,  and  difficulty  was  experienced  in  main- 
taining satisfactory  prices,  according  to  Mr,  Motz.    Prices  on  American 
boxed  ap'Dles,  however,  were  slightly  higher  than  at  the  auction  of  Decem- 
ber 13.     A  total  of  22,500  boxes  were  sold  on  the  auction.     No  barreled 
apples  were  sold. 

HUSSIA3T  APRILS  IN  NORTHERN  EUROPEAIT  MARKETS:     The  quality  of  apples 
from  Russian  Crimea  offered  in  northern  European  markets  is  good  and  the 
packaging  excellent,  Mr,  Motz  reports.     Russian  apples  are  packed  in  standard 
boxes  of  the  size  used  in  the  Pacific  Northwest;  they  are  well  gra,ded  and 
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each  apple  separately  wrapped.     Labels  used  are  the  sane  as  in  America. 
It  can  "be  said  that  the  pack  conipares  'favorably  TJith  that  of  the  ITorthvrest 
States,    rnile  at  ^-anh^jjrg,  Mr.  Hotz  reports  seeing  liberal  quantities  of 
Russian  apples  on  display  at  the  quays  but  not  as  many  as  vere  in  evidence 
at  Stockholm,  where  15,000  boxes  were  stacked  in  the  f reejcrt .  3.^ockholm 
is  not  so  well  situated  as  many  E-jLTcpean  ports  fcr  direct  shix)ments  of 
apples  from  2Tew  York  and  Canadian  psl'ts;  consequently  the  Russian  supply  has 
been  dra^vn  on.

Al'.QSlGAfJ  APPLES  KlEZTIi::-  MORE  COI.TZIIIIOli  IIT  SHAIIGHAI:     The  United 
States  and  Canada  are  the  principal  so-^rces  of  choice  apples  in  Shanghai, 
China,  but  heavier  supplies  from  competing  so-ijirces,  high  prices,  and  the 
ijnfavorabl^  exchange  rate  are  restricting  the  demand  for  American  apples 
at  the  present  time,  according  to  a  radiogram  from  Agricultural  Commissioner 
Paul  0,  ITyhus  at  Shanghai.    The  bulk  of  domestic  apples  now  in  the  Shanghai 
market  is  from  Chefoo  and  consists  of  early  varieties  tvhich  normally  are 
largely  off  the  market  this  date.     This  season,  however,  considerable  quan- 
tities axe  still  available  and  there  is  an  improvement  in  the  quality.  The 
bulk  of  sales  is  still  of  Chefoo  varieties  among  which  is  quite  a  choice 
sweet,  yellow  winter  variety  packed  in  sixteen  pound  boxes.     See  Foreign 
Service  release  F.S./A-277,  January  2,  1950. 

AlvIERICAlT  CITRUS  FRUIT  III  IffiTHERIAI'DS  ■  A2ID  K0RT7AY:     California  oranges 
are  po"_-:ular  with  the  Dutch  trade,  according  to  a  report  received  in  the 
Foreign  Service  of  the  3-ju-eau  of  Agricultioral  Economics  from  Ur,  F.  A,  Hotz, 
the  Department  of  Agricult-^ore ' s  fruit  specialist  in  E-orope.    The  grading 
and  packing  of  the  American  fruit  is  said  to  /largely  responsible.  Spanish 
oranges  are  preferred  from,  the  standpoint  of  flavor  as  they  are  verj'-  s'veet 
and  considered  to  be  the  beet  oranges  arriving  in  the  nether  lands.  The 
Spanish  crop  comes  on  the  market  during  the  winter  months.    Tlie  demand  for 
grapefruit  in  the  lletherlands  Is  small  but  increasing  steadily.    As  in  other 
Continental  European  co^mtries,  it  is  largely  a  g^aestion  of  propaganda  and 
education.    As  little  advertising  is  done  in  the  lletherlands,  people  general 
are  not  acq-jiainted  with  this  fruit,  nor  the  method  of  its  preparation. 

Oranges  are  imported  into  ITorway  largely  from  Spain  or  are  reshipped 
from  other  E^oropean  markets.     Direct  shipments  from  ITew  York,  when  shipped 
londer  refrigeration,  cost  approxLmately :  $1.50  a  box.    This  cost  is  too  high 
to  compete  strongly  with  the  Spanish  ir-ait.    TJlien  shipments  are  made  in 
ordinary  stowage_,  the  fruit  arrives  in  poor  condition  and  the  percentage  of 
waste  runs  high.    Brokers  can  sec-:a:e  direct  shipments  from  California  via 
the  PaJiama  Canal  in  carlots  at  a  rate  of  $1.05  per  box  (refrigerated),  bxit 
the  market  cannot  often  take  such  large  q^:antities  and  would  prefer  to  buy 
tho-ough  l^ew  York  brokers  beca^^^e  of  their  ability  to  secure  broken  lots. 
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The  duty  on  oranges  is  only  a"bout  l/2  cent  for  2,2  pounds  while  the  duty 
on  apples  from  August  to  EelDruary  is  aTDout  8  cents  pejr  po^jnd.  After 
Eehruary  1st  it  decreased  to  4  cents  per  pound. 


LIVESTOCK,     MEA.'T    AND  WOOL 


TOHEIGN  POSK  lAARKET  SITUATION:     Unusually  heavy  export  movements 
of  American  pork  products  marked  the  opening  of  the  1929-30  season  in 
Novemher.    According  to  informa.tion  available  in  the  Foreign  Service  of 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  the  United  States  lard  exports  for 
Novemher  1929  were  larger  than  for  any  Novemher  of  recent  years  and  rank 
with  Lecemher  and  January  1928-29  as  the  outstanding  export  months  since 
the  1923-24  season.    Both  Great  Britain  and  Germany  were  heavy  takers  of 
lard  in  Noveraher.     Tlie  larger  exports  were  accompanied  "by  sharp  reduc- 
tions in  domestic  cold  storage  holdirigs  of  lard,  which,  however,  are 
still  somewhat  ahove  last  year.    Prices,  hoth  domestic  and  foreign,  con- 
tinue weak.     The  United  States  inspected  slaughter  of  hogs  has  shown  the 
usual  seasonal  upward  movement  during  the  'last  three  months,  with  the 
Novemher  total  slightly  larger  than  a  year  ago  and  higher  than  for  any 
month  since  March  1928. 

In  cured  poak  als-^,  the  November  export  movement  was  unusually 
heavy  for  that  month.     In  hacon,  the  figures  were  aiiead  of  any  November 
since  1925,  with  Great  Britain  and  Germany  "both  showing  substantially 
increased^  takings.     In  hams  and  shoulders;  the'  hulk  of  which  goes  to 
Great  Britain,  the  advance  over  recent  years  was  almost  equally  strik- 
ing.    The  December  1929  prices  on  hams  in  British  markets  were  lower 
than  at  the  same  time  last  year.     In  bacon,  however,  British  prices  for 
December  retained  a  lead  over  last  year,  although  lower  than  in  the  pre- 
vious month.    Liverpool  stocks  of  cured  pork  continue  conservatively  higher 
than  last  year.    'British  bacon  imports  from  Denmark  also  were  up  during 
November,  but  reduced  supplies  from  other  European  sources  held  the  November 
total  below  that  of  a  year  c^o.     Continental  hog  prices  are  seasonally  lower 
and  slaughter  has  an  upwr^rd  tendency,  but  so  far  Denmark  is  the  only  im.- 
portant  European  pork  producing  country  to  show  any  materiel  offocts  of 
the  increased  production  prograjr.  knoTO  to  be  under  way.     See  Foreign 
Service  release,  F.  S./HP-2,  January  6,  1930.     ■     '  ■ 

LIVESTOCK  MOVSOTT  IN  CANADAj     FeY/er  cattle,  calves  a^d  hogs  and 
mcjre  sheep  were'  sold  at  Canadian  stock  yards  during  the  52  weeks  ended 
December  26  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1928.    According  to  the 
official  Canadian  Livestock  Market  Report,  for  the  1929  date  indicated, 
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tr.e  decline  in  total  cattle  and  calf  marketings  reached  6      per  cent  co:^ared 
with  la,3t  year's  figures,  while  hog  niarketings  were  dovm  3  per  cent.  T-ie 
rise  in  sheep  marketings,  hoTvever,  repre.sented  15  per  cei.t  of  the  192S  fig-tires. 
Some  details  covering  Canadian  livestock  sla-ughter  and  T3.rkets  for  the  11 
months  Jamaary  -  Noveralier  1929  as  against  the  preceding  year  appear  oeloT:: 

Cattle  and  "beef!     Inspected  slaughter  of  cattle  and  calves  for 
tne  first  11  months  of  1929  reached  approximately  the  same  number  as  in 
1928.^    Total  marketings,  however,  v-ere  5  per  cent  less  than  in  1928,  the 
IJovember  movement  of  comrxrcial  cattle  being  the  smallest  in  years,  ac- 
cording to  the  Canadian  Government's  "Livestock  Market  and  Meat  Trade 
Hevier"  for  November  1929.     The  buying  power  of  the  aiarket  was  not  con- 
sidered as  strong  as  a  year  ago,  and  this,  combined  with  the  fact  that 
pc'jl-ry  was  comparatively  cheap,  had  a  tendency  to  reduce  the  consump- 
tion of  beef.     The  fact  that  pork  was  corrrparatively  dear,  on  the  other 
hand,  was  a  point  in  favor  of  beef,  states  the  same  report.     The  store 
cattle  demand  was  much  bettor  in  the  western  nrovinces  than  in  the  east. 
The  province  of  Ontario  has  been  drawir^g  heavily  on  its  cattle  s^jpplies, 
according  to  this  report,  and  a  considerable  volume  cf  breeding  stock 
has  cecn  liquidated.    This,  combined  with  the  fact  that  the  movement  of 
store  cattle  back  to  the  country  was  not  much  more  than  half  of  last 
year,  indicates  a  sharp  drop  in  next  year's  receipts. 

Good  butcher  steers  of  1,000  to  1,200  pounds  averaged  $8.89  per 
IOC  pounds^at  Toronto  for  the  month  of  ITovemcer  against  $9.10  a  ye-r  ago, 
ana  iS.bl  in.  1927,     Tliere  was  evidently  a  rise  in  December  as  the  average 
price  for  the  week  ended  December  26  was  $9.50,     Store  cattle  were  very 
dull  early  in  November  but  -ade  a  gain  of  25  cents  toward  the  close.  A 
few  prime  steers  reached  $10,  while  fair  to  good  steers  and  heifers 
closed  from  $9  to  S9.75,  and  corrjnon  steers  from  $7  to  $8.50.    Under  the 
strong  demand  for  good  q-aality  cattle,  baby  beef  strengthened  and  at  the 
close  of  the  month  had  reached  $15  per  100  pounds.     Stores  closed  from 
o6^to^$8.50  vTith  a  general  top  cf  $8  for  feeders.    At  Winnipeg,  the 
principal  western  market,  stockers  and  feeders  were  marked"  down  50  cents 
to  7o  cents,  and  only  reached  $7.    Conmon  stock  sold  at  a  very  low  fig- 
ure.   Only  a  few  butcher  cattle  were  able  to  bring  $8,50  to  $9.  Adroit 
cattle  shipments  to  the  United  States  fell  off  febout  6,000  for  the  11 
months  of  1929  against  192S,  while  calf  shipnients  increased  about  15,000. 
Indications  are  that  in  the  new  year  choice  and  good  a'^lity  cattle 
sho-'old  find  a  strong  winter  and  spring-  market,  accordir^  to  the  Llarkets 
Intelligence  Ser/ice  of  Car^da. 
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Hogs:     Sales  at  stockyards  for  the  eleven-month  period  were  4  per 
cent  -ander  1928,  V7hile  inspected  slatig:hter  of  h-ogs  fell  8  per  cent.  In- 
dications are  that  future  supplies  will  continue  very  moderate  in  volume. 
Costs  of  producing  pork  during  the  next  six  months  or  more  are  likely  to 
l)e  quite  high,  states  the  "Meat  Trade  Review",  and,  ,  therefore ,  prices  may  t 
expected  to  hs  maintained  at  a  higher  level  than  that  of  la,st  .year. 

Bacon  hogs  at  Toronto  opened  at  $10.25  in  ITovemher,  advanced  to 
$10.50,  and  closed  at  $9,50,  while  at. Montreal  the  ruling  price  for  the 
month  was  $11. 75/    Avera.'^e  prices  for  select  "bacon  hogs  at  Toronto  for 
the  mionth  of  llovember  wero  $12.05  against  $10.06  a  year  earlier,  while 
the  average  price  of  select  "bacon  hogs  for  the  week  ended  December  26 
was  ?13.04,  and  for  hacdns  $12.52.    For  the  first  9  m.onths  of  the  year, 
imports  of  hacon  and  hains  from  the  United  States  were  twice  as  great  as 
for  the  entire  year  1923.     On  the  other  hand,  live  hog  exoorts  to  the 
United  States  have  fallen  off  from  21,000  last  year  to  2,000  this  year, 
while  ^-hoth  ho-ccn  and  pork  e^cports  to  the  United  States  are  also  con- 
siderahly  lov.-er.  .         '  • 

Sheep;    Approximately  17  per  cent  more  sheep  were  marketed  during 
the  first  11  m.onths  of  1929  than  during  the  same  period  of  1928.  Slaught- 
ering also- was  15  per  cent  ahove  1928.     The  market  was  generally  steady 
and  active  and,  if  anything,  showed  a  tendency  to  move  upward.     There  has 
"been  a  "v'ery  good  inquiry  for  breeding  ewes  during  the  past  few  months, 
and  a  further  expansion  in  lamo  production  may  he  expected.    The  average 
price  for  good  ha.ndyweight  lambs  for  November  was  $11,50  against  $11.49 
in  1925,  with  handyY/eight  sheep  at  $5.91  against  $4.96  in  1923.    For  the 
week  ended  December  26,  1929,  good  handyvjeights  reached  $12.22  with 
sheep  at  $6.51,

SLIGHT  DECLI]\TH1  III  ELTIOPEAN  BUTTER  PRICES:     General  slight  declines 
in  prices  of  butter  in  Europea.n  markets  during  the  weekended  January  2 
were  more  than  met  by  the  further  decline  of  domestic  prices,  Copenhagen 
declined  to  the  eoulvalent  of  36,2  cents  from  36,9  cents  a  pound.  Danish 
butter  in  London  at  38.5  pents  on  January  2  v/as  half  a.  cent  higher  than 
92  score  in  New  York  at  38  cents.     The  London  market  was  reported  slow.

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UITITED  STATES  AGHICULTUHAL  EXPORTS  IK  UOVEfffiER 

The  index  of  United  States  exports  of  principal  agricultural  pro- 
ducts for  the  month  of  IToveniber  1929  was  150,  duplicating  the  index  for 
1925  and  lower  than  any  corresponding  month  since  1923.     Smaller  exports 
of  cotton  and  wheat  and  an  active  foreign  demand  for  American  pork,  lard, 
and  tobacco  were  the  outstanding  features  for  the  month.    With  the  ex- 
ception of  1927,  exports  of  cotton  fiber  were  lawer  than  during  any 
Koven'.ber  since  1923.    Both  Germany  and  th.e  United  Kingdom  took  much  less 
cotton  than  during  November  last  year,  exports  to  Europe  as  a  whole  show- 
ing a  decline  of  28  per  cent  and  to  Japan  a  decrease. of  25  per  cent  as 
compa,rod  -.vith  the  same  moath  a  year  ago.     Total  exports  of  cotton 'SO  far 
this  season,  August  1  -  ITovembar  30,  1929,  were  13  per  cent  behind  those 
for  the  s^jne  period  a  year  earlier. 

Except  for  ITovember  1917,  1923,  and  1925,  exports  of  wheat  and 
flour  were  lower  than  any  corresponding  month  during  the  last  15  years. 
Ihiring  the  5  months  ended  ITovember  30,  1929,  total  exports  of  wheat  and 
flour  sliow  a  decrease  of  11  per  cent  as  compared  with  the  corresponding 
5  months  of  1928.    Foreign  markets  absorbed  larger  quantities  of  American 
pork    and  lard,  continueing  the  upward  trend  which  set  in  diiring  the  latter 
part  of  1928,  the  index  oi  lard  reaching  211,  a  record  figure  for  November, 
and  c-ji-ed  pork  amounting  to  83,  the  highest  ITovember  index  since  1925. 
Exports  of  leaf  tobacco,  while  a  little  below  those  for  November  last  year, 
continued  in  heavy  volume,  but  there  was  a  noticeable  decline  in  exports 
of  fruit,  m.ore  especially  fresh  apples,  dried  prunes  and  raisins,  which 
lowered  the  index  to  407,  the  lowest  ITovom.ber  index  since  1925.  Exports 
of  dairy  -oroducts  continued  downward,   the  index  amounting  to  171,  a  new 
low  record  for  the  mionth.
